In addition, the 
reclaimers have adv the De- 
partment, according to the seport, 
thet their plants and equipment 
have been greatly expand and 
consequently they expect to pro- 
duce more than 448,000,000 pounds 
of reclaimed rubber in 1926.

Opposition to Senate Bill 
Apparently Ended 


Wire to San Bernardino 
Board Pledges Aid 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 14.— 
Opposition to the Senate bill pro- 
viding an appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 for protection of Southern Cali- 
fornia’s water sheds appears to 
have been partly removed by the 
Board of Supervisors’ telegram to 
Secretary Hoover of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Secretary Hoover, acting in aéd- 
cordance with President Coolidge's 
economy program, opposed the bill 
und advocated the turning over of 
the forests to the State for main- 
‘tenance. Secretary Hoover's view 
also was shared by Secretary Jar- 
dine of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
At the request of Francie Cut- 
|tle, chairman of the tricounties 
‘reforestation committee, the Board 
|of Supervisors forwarded a teie- 
gram to Secretary Hoover, protest- 
ing that his policy of turning the 
forests over to the State for pro- 
t hn, is inopportune and will en- 
‘danger Southern California's water 
sources. 

In anewer to the telegram, Sec- 
retary Hoover wrote Chairman A. 
G. Kendall as follows: “I am great- 
ly obliged for your telegram of 
the lst inet. I have already taken 
the mutter up with Secretary of 


Agriculture ardine, giving my 
strong recommendation that as- 
sistance be extended. Sincerely 


yours, Herbert Hoover.” 

Officials of seven Southern Call- 
fornia countieg are supporting the 
bill. Tt provides that the $1,900.- 
000 appropriation be met by the 
State and counties tin a fire- preven- 
tion p m for 1926.

George Middleton, One of Orpheum Circuit F ounders, 
i" Succumbs to Pneumonia

AUTO PLANE RIDES 
THE ROADS OR SKIES 


NEWEST AIR FLUIVVER HOUSED 
IN ORDINARY GARAGE; 
WINGS FOLD BACK 


From Germany recently came 
word of. a spectacular develop- 
ment in the fleld of aeronautics — 
a flivver-plane that is at the same 
time an automobile; a machine 
only eighteen feet long and less 
than six feet wide, when the wings 
are folded back; small enough to 
be housed in the ordinary one-car 
garage. 

This unusual automobile-air- 
plane, says Popular Science Month- 
ly, is the invention of J, H. May- 
kemper, a civil engineer of Frank- 
fort, Germany. Throwing one 
lever on the machine transfers the 
power from the road wheels to the 
air propeller, so that if you are 
traveling by road and you desired 
to take to the air, the wings could 
be snapped out into place and a 
short run of 100 yards or so would 
see you scooting skyward. Al- 
though the engine is only twenty- 
horsepower, the inventor claims 
that the mechine will carry a pi- 
lot, a passenger and enough gaso- 
line for a five-hour flight. 

Another promising air-fllvver 
was recently designed by A. 
Peterson, pilot and chief photog- 
rapher at the Naval Air Station, 
Anacostia, D.C., who declares his 
forty-horsepower machine will hop 
off from any back yard 100 feet 
long. fly 100 miles an hour and 
travel nearly twenty-five miles on 
a galion of gas.

SCTENTIFIC INSTRUMENTS DE- 
IMPORTANT CLEWS 
IN SMALLEST SPECKS 


Two men, good friends for years, 
had quarreled. One night one of 
them, stepping out of his home, 
saw a man rise from a stooping 
position near the front porch and 
disappear around the corner. Un- 
der the porch he found a bundle 
of oll-soaked rags. Inside it was 
a chunk of sulphur. A plece. of 
oll-soaked string, with one end 
around the bundle, had been lght- 


ed, evidently to act as a slow fuse. 

The former friend was suspected, 
but he offered a good alibi, and the 
case seemed balked. Twenty years 
ago it would have been. 

The oll-soaked string was taken 
to a chemist at police headquar- 
ters In New York City, where re- 
cently has been established one of 
the strangest scientific laboratories 
in the world, devoted entirely to 
solving crimes. The police experts 
showed conclusively that the fiber 
in the oll-soaked string was iden- 
tical with that in string used in a 
factory where the former friend 
was employed. Confronted with 
this amazing evidence, the man 
confessed. 

This is just one example, says 
the March Popular Science Month- 
ly. of the effective detective 
work performed by New York's 
new crime laboratory. Here are 
installed high-powered micro- 
scopes, X-ray apparatus, ultra- 
violet light machines, remarkable 
photographic equipment, and dell- 
cate instruments to weigh and 
identify mere specks. They repre- 


sent the most dangerous foes a 
criminal ever met. 
Among the many § instruments 


used in the crime laboratory its a 
microscope of tremendous power, 
called a dactyloscope. It m i- 
fies finger prints so powerfully that 
even the shape of the sweat vores 
can be examined. Another tnetru- 
ment is the Dubosecq colorimeter. 
employed for examining biood. 
This instrument shows not only 
whether there is any biood in a 
stain, but also the exact quantity. 
Even minute specks of blood hard- 
ened under a finger nail may be 
enough to acetse a man of mur- 
der.

L. PARMELEE 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Pioneer Merchant Falls Dead 
| - in Garden at Home 


Known Widely for Work in 
Methodist Church 


‘Came to Coast in Covered 
Wagon in 1864 


Z. Il. Parmelee, founder of the

CROPs BENEFITED

MEXICAN WILDS DESCRIBED 


Visitor From Southern Tip of Republic Seeking to 


Obtain Railroad Tells of Queer Tribes 


Dr. Adolph Von Schmeling, wealthy landowner who lives in the 
village of Tzendales in the Siate of Chiapas—at the southernmost 
tip of Mexico—arriveg in Los Angeles yesterday, ostensibly to Inter- 
est American capital in the construction of a railroad, and incidentally 
to unfold the charactér of the cougtry and its people. 


By way of illustrating the need 
Von Schmeling told of his twen- 
ty-four-day trip from the veritable 
“bottom” of Mexico te Los Ange- 
les. Nine days by horse were re- 
quired to reach Ocosingo, the 
nearest town to Tzendales; anoth- 
er nine days over roadiess terri- 
tory where only travel by horse- 
back is possible, brought him to 
Arriaga, where he boarded a train 
that conveyed him to Mexico City 
after two days of travel’ § three 
more days were required to gain 
El Paso: then a twenty-four-hour 
ride and he arrived in Los Ange- 
hes. 


WILD BERAUTY 

The State of Chiapas, asserted 
Dr. SBehmeling through an inter- 
preter, etill in practically its 
original condition of wildness and 
beauty. It is inhabited chiefly by 
the Maya Indans, descendants of 
the Aztecs, whose actual name is 
either Caribe or Lacandon, the 
name being itmterchangéable. The 
men, he declared, are of unusually 
great stature in contrast to small 
women, and take unto themselves 
as many as eight wives. 

However numerous May be «a 
Maya's wives, and no matter how 


ind his devotion, he is generous 
woe concer ¢or an Indian host to offer a guest 


It is the custom 


entering his doorway one of his 
wives, such is the hoepitality. The 
guest may accept or acknowledge 
the offer with regret. In higher 
circles of Maya etiquette; however, 
rejection is not good 
taste. 


Natives have little liking for 
manual labor, preferring to gain 
a livelihood with the bow and ar 
row, though they are credited with 
cultivating a highly desirable type 
of tobacco plant. They are yet 
in the throes of idol worship, ac- 
cording to the doctor. 

Their religion involves a worship 
of self-made images, fashioned of 
clay. Such an idol enjoys a popu- 
lar reign until sickness or some 
other misfortune overtakes any 
considerable number of the tribe. 
Then occurs an orgy, in which an 
intoxicating liquid of the Indians’ 
own invention plays a leading role, 
and in which the unfortunate idol 
is demolished and the tribe later 
sets out for a new territory. 


BEAUTIFUL LAND 

This matter of drinking intox!i- 
eants reminded Dr. Von Gchmel- 
ing of a significant fact. When 
he arrived in Chiapas, twenty- 
three years ago, he found the In- 
dians making an intoxicating bev- 
erage in large stills much after 
the method employed in this coun- 
t today by friendly enemies of 
Mr. Volstead. 

Natives still cling to the custom 
of personal ornamentation, bearing 
rings in their nostrils and trinkets 
of varying descriptions in their 


ears. 
With all ite inaccessibility, Dr. 
Yon Schmeling professes a deep 
love for Chiapas.

That official promptly and courage 
ously telegraphed his reply: 

Mr. Miller at Springfleld, acting 
with our full knowledge and support, 
and in complete charge of this mat- 
ter. As you know, we are definitely 
committed to the open shop. se... 

For more than two years Collier's has 
been issued under open-shop copditions— 
the American plan. President Lynch of 
the typographical] union beasts in an open 
letter that his union has mailed more than 
2,000,000 circulars against Collier's ip car 
trying out its boycott. Byt Collier's still 
survives. In fact, it is prospering on this 
kind of advertising. The typographical 
union is @Quding that its boycott is a sword 
whose handle is sharper than the biade. 
The friends of justice and industria) lib 
erty are in so great a majority ip the 
country that such unfair tactics now react 
in favor of the intended victim. The in- 
famous nature of the attack has multiplied 
the number of the defenders. 

Coliter’s is following a path biazed by 
The Times more than thirty years ago, & 
path that is now widening into a highway. 
The declaration for the American plan was 
made when The Times was weak and the 
typographical union in Los Angeles was 
strong. A beycott similar to that declared 
againgt Collier's followed, pursued by tac 
tics unfair, unclean, culminating in dyna- 
miting and murder. 

But The Times did not waver. The staff 
from which floated the flag of industria! 
liberty waa splintered by the dynamite 
shock that wrecked the Times Building 
and blotted out the lives of twenty loyal 
employees; but the flag, emblem of the 
spirit of industrial liberty, still floats tn 
the free air of the heavens. Despite the 
typographical-union boycott, the circulation 
of The Times has increased more than 
tenfold. 

The publishers of Collier's have made no 
mistake. The very stones thrown by the 
unions will form a monument commeme 
rating a glorious achievement, a battle 
won for industria] freedom. The apirit of 
courage and independence emanates from 
Collier's pages. That spirit is contagious; 
it attracts kindred spirits and enables Col- 
lier’s to perform a broader public service. 

The literary excellence of the publica- 
tion makes {ft more than worth while; 
and the mission {it is performing deserves 
the strongest commendation not only of 
every real friend of justice and fair play, 
ef upstanding Americanism, but of al! the 
real friends ef labor. 

Because there is crimina! leadership in 
union labor, like that of the McNamaras and 
the convicted Chicago and New York laber- 
union terrorists, it does not follow that the 
rank and file who are wearing the shackles 
of labor-unionism because they imagine it 
is necessary te secure employment are 
criminally inclined.

RADIO 

As remarkable ag the advent of the au- 
tomobile is that of the radio. Five years 
ago there were only 600 receiving sets of 
record. The research department of the 
McGraw-Hill company estimates the num- 
ber of radio sets in use in the United 
States at 5,000,000. The radio industry ‘is 
already listed among the first ten in the 
country. More than $500,000,000 of radio 
equipment was sold last year. One family 
in five the country over now possesses & 
radio set. There are 563 registered broa- 
casting stations. 

All this has been accomplished fn the 
tenth part of the average span of life. No 
ether industry has ever developed so rapidly. 
Inventions have followed inventions and 
improvements have followed improvements 
in a bewildering succession. From the sim- 
ple crystal] set to the eight-tube super- 
heverodynes is perhaps onjy the first step. 
What will twenty years of radio activity 
bring? How soon will the super-hetero- 
dynes be as obsolete as the crystal sets of 

? 


Radio ts tn its infancy; but it is the lustt 
ést youngster of record. In mill of 
homes it has passed from a luxury a 
necessity. It has become a national inatt 
tution for amusement, for education and 
for material application. It has caused «& 
complete reorganization of the departments 
of public safety, Broadcasting from the 
police stations and the sheriff's offices 
leads to the apprehension of crooks who 
would otherwise make «a clean getaway 
after a piece of dirty business. Broadcast- 
ing weather conditions is of almost inestt- 
mable value to the agriculturists and borti- 
culturists. The radio has reduced enor- 


mously tlie hazard of ocean navigation. It. 


has saved countless lives. 

Unitke the automobile ft leaves no trail 
of killed and maimed in its wake. When 
the balance of good and evil is drawn, the 
radio is all to the good. 

It is a poor broadcasting station, indeed, 
that does not afford its listenere-in a few 
good laughs during, the evening program. 
And it is an equally poor station that does 
not broedcast some educational numbers, 
that does not add something to the store of 
knowledge of those who follow the pro 


gram. 

The radio is a moral influence in keeping 
people at home when God has drawn down 
the curtain of the night; and it is a humani- 
tarian infiuence in bringing amusement and 
instruction to these who are confined by 
some human ailment within four walls. 

Most remarkable of all, no serious abuse 
of the radio has yet developed. Science is 
unmoral, Its inventions are generally ap 
plicable alike to good and evil. Weapons 
protect life by destroying life. Most health- 
giving remedies can also be used as poisons. 
Chemistry is alike a blessing and a bane. 
To the present time, the radio is a happy 
exception to the rule. 

And the radio offers a convincing example 
of the superior progressive spirit of the 
American people. In New York alone there 
are more receiving sets than in France and 
Germany combined, with about ten times 
the population of the State of New York. 
New York City possesses more broadcasting 
stations than Great Britain, France or Ger- 
many. 

It ia perhaps too early to determine def- 
initely the effect of the radio on future 
American life. As an educational feature 
it is second only to the public schools. It 
supplements the work of the educational 
institutions. It is a new kind of night high 
school. It has quickened the appreciation 
for music and will probably be regarded 
later as the father of generations of music 
lovers. 

There are many problems relating to 
breadcasting yet te be solved. It is pos 
sible that abuses wil] begin to creep in, but 
as these problems arise there will also arise 
a@ generation capable to reach just solv- 


tion. 

The third generation back gave us steam 
as a motive power. The second generation 
back gave us the telegraph. The last gen- 
eration gave us hydroelectric power. The 


present generation has given us the tele- 
phone, the automobile, the redio, and has 
added ten years to the average span of life. 

Yet there are those who still insist that 
we are living in a decadent era; that the 
world is growing worse instead of better: 
that the good times were the old times 
apd the bad times are the present. It is 
because they are lacking alike in vision 
and memory. 


AN ON BREAD 


The Federal government moved last 


week to prevent formation of a “gigantic 
cembination for monopolistic control” of the 
baking business. The government does not 
seem to want a group of men to make and 
bake all the bread. It does not appear to 
regard the loaf so made as the most health- 
ful diet. 

There are some things which the world 
has always felt should be free from all prt- 
vate control. Air, water, bread: these form 
ap illustrious triumvirate which we guard 
jealously. 

We want a ban on the merger, but not 
op the bread. If anyone should form a com- 
bine of one-eyed glasses, we could offer no 
valid objections.

Whether jazz is music or not is still a debatable question. The 
only thing sure about it ts that it exists, and despite the impressive 
announcements of learned musicians, jazz instead of dying, is doing 
very well indeed, according to Henry Santrey, leader of the jazz 
orchestra which is one of the headline acts at the new Orpheum for its 


opening week. 

The newer type of jazz is con- 
cerned with the syncopation of 
classical or music of the higher or- 
der, he says, “You can go into any 
artist’s supply shop and buy pow- 
dered mummy-— possibly Cleo- 
patra’s nose or Pharaoh's toe, 
which is good to attain a nice, 
glowing effect on a canvas. 

“In the same way, you take Han- 
del, Mozart, Beethoven and any of 
the others, syncopate their music, 
and get the colorful, vibrant effect 
called jazz. It may be sacrilege, 
but it personifies the spirit of the 

Santrey has one of the few great 
jazz orchestras in vaudeville. He 
was a jJeading baritone in the old 
Tivoli Opera Company, studied mu- 
sic under the old masters in Italy, 
and what he has to say about jaz 
has weight, for he introduced the 

orchestra in vaudeville and 
as been conducting his own band 
for years 

“Jazz,”" says Mr. Santrey, “le an 
economic necessity.

BACK-STAGE ORPHEUM 
ANIMALS’ PARADISE 


Animals have long been among 
the most pitifg! objects about a 
theater. 

They have been hauled on long 
railroad journeys, unloaded from 
boxes of trucks into dark, dismal 
damp holes, there to remain, with 
no outside light or air, till they 
were called on for their etage du- 
ties, only to give the best their 
dumb lives afforded for a reward 
6f another incarceration [nthe 
same dismal holes. 

And no wonder humane societies 
leok askance at every dumb act 
that visite a theater. 

Put in the new Orvheum that fs 
Gifferent. That t« going to be the 
animal acts’ paradise. 

In the firet place, on arrival all 
such acts will enter via a cement- 
ed alley from elther Eighth or 
Ninth etreet. At the theater they 
will enter directly from that alley 
tw a ground and stage floor room, 
large enough for a flock of ele- 
phants and intimate enough for «a 


canary bird. 
It has a big window opening 
outdoors, ar well aa forced 


draught ventilation, and it is so 
constructed that with a very slight 
floor slant. a center drain will per- 
mit of washing animals and care 
tor all the runoff. There are hot 
and cold water faucets, and an ar- 
rangement for cooking meals for 
the antmals as well Also racks 
for combs, brushes and the like, 
used In such purposes. 

Animals will leave this room 41- 
rectly for the stage, on a level, 
with no steps to climb. 

Adjacent to their quarters are 
stage dressing rooms for their at- 
tendants. and the rooms assigned 


to their trainers are close by. 

A large door to the alley per- 
mite of delivery of feed and sup- 
plies for the animals, as well as 


exit for exercise. And a telephone 
permits of call« to the outside on | 
the part of their keepers. 

So, hereafter, when enjoying an 
animal act at the new Orpheum, 
you can do so with the assurance 
that the dumb performers have 
been given every comfort afforded 
by the utmost thought and care. 


SOCIAL HOSTESS

Hand to Orpheum Artists 


Once an actor was so delighted 
to get a theatrical engagement he 
was quite content to dress in a 
closet, wash in a tjn basin and 


hang his clothes in his trunk. 

And if he used burnt cork, he 
washed up in the alley as a matter 
of course. 

Now, as exemplified in the new 
Orpheum, the actor has found 
heaven on earth. 

Instead of sneaking - some 
dark alleyway and finding the 
stage door by the ald of a flicker- 
ing gas jet, being growled at by a 
surley doorkeeper and run out at 
the final curtain call, he is treated 
like a fellow-being, let alone a 
guest. 

When an artist arrives at the 
new Orpheum he enters through a 
door from Broadway, and is greet- 
ed by a stage ee who has 
a regular office, like a hotel clerk's. 

The key to his assigned dressing 
room, any mall or parcels and any 
messages, are given him and a page 
escorts him down under the stage, 
past his green room—a luxurious 
drawing-roow for his exclusive use 
-——to a private elevator fitted up 
like a boudoir. 

The elevator man, on duty day 
and night, whisks the artist to 
his assigned quarters, while an- 
other freight elevator conveys his 
trunks and luggage, which have 
arrived via the alley. 

The dressing-rooms 
quarters in an exclusive hotel. 
Everyone is fully carpeted, has a 
wealth of mirrors, plenty of lights, 
adjustable; chairs, for the make- 
up table and for lounging: etchings 
on the walls, hot and cold running 
water, and every one has a private 
tub or shower attached, tn a tiled 
room. 

A telephone is there to connect 
with the ge so the stage man- 
ager may summon one, and the 
elevator again conveys the artist 
down and back, to and from his 
stage work. And then. when he 
leaves the elevator again — he 
delivers his key to the stage door- 
keeper with a cheery “good night” 
from that functionary. 

Truly, “the world do move” from 
the days of the alley entrance and 
the tin basin!

ment, {t was learned last night 
from Assistant Fire Chief Ed- 


wards. Fire Chief Scott will di- 
rect the campaign. 


“We have installed about half 


of the 1000 new boxes In the new 
ayetem, which will be one of the 
finest tn the world,” Assistant 
Chief Edwards said last night. 
“The rest will be Installed within 
six months and then we'll begin 
to educate people in their use. 


“Not half the people realize 


that they should not take it for 
granted that somebody has turned 
in a fire alarm when they see « 
fre, but that they should get word 
to us by box In the shortest pos-* 
sible time.” 


The new system will be so con- 


structed that even if the wire be- 
tween it and the headquarters at 
the Westlake Park station be cdf, 
the alarm will reach the head 
quarters through a ground device, 
Edwarde enid. It has many other 
advantages over the present sys- 
tém. he sald.

firemen will be sent to homed and

An automatic device in the 


headquarters will show a signal 
when anything occurs to an alarm 
box that breaks the overhead cir- 
cult between it and the station.

that five minutes’ delay in giving 
us the alarm may mean the loss 
of some one’s home or fortune,”

HOLDS JUBILEE 


Nineteenth Anniversary of 
Founding Observed 


Religious Organization Has 
Lowly Inception 


Membership Now 1500 and 
Assets $2,000,000 


With a congregation numbering 
less than a score of persons, its 
headquarters a dingy stofe build- 
ing on South Main street wherein 
the religious activities and business 
administration of the organization 


its founderg—the Bible Institute of 
Los Angeles was launched nineteen 
years ago. 

Yesterday the nineteenth anni- 
versary of its founding was ob- 


eerved in the beautiful auditorium 
of the building that now houses 
the institute with almost 1600 per- 
sons attending. A special program 
of music and talks by prominent 
evangeliste and missionary work- 
ers was conducted at 3 o'clock. 

When the Bible Institute of Los 
Angeles—the only institution of its 
kind west of Chicago—was started, 
two men were the motivating 
geniuses. Lyman Stewart, its first 
president, has since died, but his 
associate, Dr. T. C. Horton, now 
superintendent emeritus of the lo- 
cal organization, was present yes- 
terday and made a short talk. 

Since its emall start, the Bible In- 
stitute of Loe Angeles has expand- 
ed until there are at preeent 306 
persons in active administrative 
connectiong with the institution in 
this city alone with an additional 
700 connected with the institut« 
maintained at Honan, China. The 
lecal organization's home building 
and other property holdings here 
represent investments of more than 
$2,000,000, 

Dr. W. W. -Bustard of Cleve- 
land, O., acting pastor of the Tem- 
ple Baptist Church of this city. 
was the principal speaker yester- 
day, taking as his subject “The 
Bible, the Word of God.” Dr. 
Rustard declared the Bible has lived 
through the ages since its compila- 
tion as the work of a score of dif- 
ferent writers and that it atill 
stands today without question of 
supremacy in the literary field.
